THE LEAGUE OF BRITISH JEWS. 


“Sets PURPOSES AND OBJECTS. 


ADDRESS BY MAJOR LAURIE MAGNUS. 


Major Laurie Magnus read a paper on the League of British Jews at a 
meeting of the Mile End Literary and Social Union, held last Sunday at Toynbee 
Hall. There was a largeattendance, over which Mr..A,. Kirschbaum presided. 

Major MAGNUS said that ke had been reared in a school of Jewish thought, 
founded impregnably on Holy Scripture, which regarded the Jewish Hope of 
Zion as attainable by spiritual means not yet fully revealed to our still imperfect 
powers of vision, but partly at least to be discerned by a faithbful contemplation 
of the Divine purpose in the world which He created. Zion was not 
a puppet in the European diplomatists’ bag of tricks. 
the ideal Zion to the Gentiles they would not accept the real’ Palestine from 
any family of them except as a station on the way. They welcomed the offer of 
the British Government; they believed in its noble motivation. But as Jews,

DEATH OF DR. TSCHLENOW. 


‘It.is with profound. regret that we have to record the death of 
Dr. Jechiel Tschlenow, of Moscow, who passed away in London on 
Thursday last. Dr. Tschlenow arrived in England a month or two ago, 


undertaking the journey from Russia against medical advice, he having 


recently undergone a severe operation. But Dr. Tschlenow throughout his 
life was devoted to the Zionist movement, and ia view of the recent develop. 
ments in connection with the British Government Declaration, he felt that 
his place was in this country side by side with his colleague on the Inner 
Actions Committee, M. Sokolow, they having been delegated at the 
beginning of the war to represent the movement in England. He was: 
taken seriously ill about a month ago, but for a time he rallied con- 
siderably. A complication of complaints, however, supervened, and he 


passed peacefully away at the end of last week. 


Dr. Tschlenow has played a great part in the Zionist organisation. He has 
been a notab‘e figure at every Zionist Congress, has frequently presided over the 
gatherings as vice-president, and five years ago accepted the office of vice-presi- 
dent of the organisation whereby he.had to abandon a large medical practice in 
Russia in order to proceed to Berlin. 

Dr.-Tschlenow was but in middle age, he having not yet teached his fifty- 
fourth year, and his d@@th is a sid blow to the movement, the second severe trial 
through death which has: been inflicted upon it since the beginning of the war, 
soon after which Herr Wolffsohn, of Cologne, passed away. Dr. Tschlenow 


was a careful and impressive speaker, a tireless worker, and a methodical thinker,

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American Jews and two or three Christians were arrested and deported to Jericho 


More fortunate were the Chacham-Bashi and some of the Zionists. The former 
coming to Damascus, was admitted to an audience with Djemal Pasha, the 
Dictator Syria-and Palestine. Naturally the Chacham-Bashi did not dare to 
complain or even to ask the reason of his deportation. But who can foretell the 
caprices,of a Tarkish Dictator? The Rabbi, to his great astonishment and without 
any request on his part, was permitted to return to Jerusalem. He arrived just 
in time to witness the liberation of the city. Of the fourteen or fiftéen Zionists, 
who were deported, three were released for afew days on the guarantee of the 
Spanish Consul. The day of their departure was fixed for Sunday, December 9th. 
On a Saturday evening, when the Turks had no more time to lose, the Governor of 
the city remembered his three hostages. He sent for them to the Spanish Con- 
Sulate. The Consul, an excellent man, who in these hard times protected all 


‘persecuted foreigners, gave a diplomatic answer, saying that it was not his busi- 


ness to search for them during the night. According to the time of his guarantee 


| they were to come on the morrow, and on the morrow (Sunday) they would come. 


But on that Sunday the English entered. Great and important was the good 
effect which the conquest by the English had upon the fate of the entire city. It 
was stated, and apparently with truth, that a few days before the end of the 
Ottoman rule, the Governor received an order from Djemal Pasha that all the 
inhabitants-of the city should be removed as had been the case in Gaza and 
Jaffa, - But the order arrived too late. The last attack of the English was, — 
unexpectedly, so violent that the Turks were forced to give up the city without. 
devastating it. The cannonade began on Saturday about two o'clock in the 
morning and continued till nine o'clock in the evening. In the course of these 


eighteen hours of terrible bomdardment the Turkish power in Jerusalem was 


completely, and let us hope—forever—destroyed. 

The entrance of the English into Jerusalem coinoided exactly with the eve of 
oar feast of Chanucah, and many of our coreligionists fervently exclaimed: “A 
new Chanucah miracle!” And really it was something like a miracle—this happy 
entry into the unhappy city. On the Sunday afternoon the victorious Army 
began its march into the Holy City. The Turkish army, in‘its flight; took with - 
it the entire swarm of official parasites. The city heartily greeted their hurried 
departure :—-“‘ Good-bye! We hope never to see you again! ”. The whole popu- . 
lation rushed out into the streets from their hiding places. Men, women, and 


children, Mohammedans, Christians, and Jews, looked on with happy faces at the 


British forces. With joy and amazement they gazed upon the Australians, riding 
on their big horses; upon the strange kilts of the Scotchmen, upon the heavy

happy. An air of peace and cheerfulness pervaded the city. This liberty to 
‘enjoy the street ’ was the chief feature of the extra feast that was celebra‘ed in 
Jerusalem-on that eve of Chanucah.

Mr. Alfred de Rothschild, C.V.O. 


THE LAST OF THE THREE BROTHERS. 


It is with profound regret that we record the death of Mr. Alfred de 
Rothschild, which took place at his town residence, 1, Seamore Place, W., 
late on Thursday night. Mr. de Rothschild, who was in his seventy-sixth 
year, had been in indifferent health for some time past and had not attended 
with his usual regularity at New Court. 

MEMOIR. | 

Alfred de Rothschild, familiarly known as “Mr. Alfred,” was born in London 
on July 20th, 1842, He was the second son of the late Baron Lionel Nathan de 
Rothschild, his brothers, the late Lord Rothschild—of whom he was the junior— 
and Mr. Leopold de Rothschild—of whom he was the senior—having preceded 


| him within the last three 
— years. With them he, 
a generation, 
formed trio of philan- 
thropists, and represented 
the great banking firm at 
Court. 
In communal. matters, he 
directly took no interest, 
insomuch that he did not 
fill any offices in the Com- 
munity, 
in all matters affecting the 


brothers. Indeed, he occu- 
pied in all such matters a 


sideration, a mind un- 
trammelled by sectional or 
party disputation. He thus 
always held himself ready 
independent adviser to 
. his brothers on any Anglo- 
Jewish question that might

arise. His service therefore to the Community was probably not any less 


than that of his brothers, byreason of the fact that he did not occupy any definite 
communal post. In cases which came before the firm, requiring the exercise: of 
private philanthropy, he was as keenly sympathetic and as liberal-hearted as 
either of his brothers, and he did his charity, like them, unostentatiously and asa 


glad duty. An instance may here be fitly recorded. Many years ago, shortly | 


before Passover, a cable reached New Court from the Haham Bashi of Jerusalem 


appealing for a monetary gift for the purchase of matzos for ‘the poor, the com- 


munal funds being inadequate to supply all needs. “‘ Mr. Alfred” happened that 


day to be the only one of the three: brothers then at New Court, and he sent for 
the gentleman who acted as the firm's almoner for Palestine and whom he 


requested to cable £100 to Jerusalem. On its being suggested that £50 would 
suffice, Mr. Alfred replied : “ No, send £100. I would rather that some families 
should have more matzos than they require than that any should have none.” 

Mr. de Rothschild was educated at King's College, in London, and at Trinity 
College, Cambridge. Proceeding from the University to the banking house, Mr. 


. Alfred de Rothschild took his part in all the great financial undertakings of the 
- renowned house during close on the last half century. In the City he was recog- 


nised as a particularly reliable and a most alert financier, and at the outbreak of 


the war his services in the direction of finance proved invaluable to the Govern- 


ment, to whom he rendered great service, and by whose efforts the difficult financial 
position that supervened upon the declaration of war was so successfully over- 
come, Mr. de Rothschild was, up to the time of the war, Honorary Consul- 


- General to the Austro-Hungarian Imperial Government. He was also for about 
twenty years a Governor of the Bank of England. He was a trustee of the 


National Gallery and of the Wallace Collection. 


Indeed, it was in the direction of Art that Mr. Alfred de Rothschild’s taste 
specially lay. In his early manhood he studied painting and music with much 


zeal and became: proficient in both. In regard to all varieties of objets d'art— 
pictures, china, porcelain, gems—~he was regarded as one of the best of living 
experts, his taste and judgment being no less sound in the region of music, to 
which he was not only devoted, but which he encouraged with bouudless 
munificence. | 


Mr. de Rothschild was personally the most amiable and accessible of men, 
_ kindly and courteous in a marked measure and considerate to all, To the very 


last he maintained his interest in the affairs at New Court, and kept in touch with 


the manifold activities of the firm to which he had contributed so much. ability | 


“MR. ALFRED."—A VIGNETTE, 
A famous passage in an old author relates how the musicians and medicine- 
sellers were saddened by the death of a famous singer. Mr. Alfred de Rothschild

The Orpheus cup hardly fell within 
this British category, but it is worth mentioning because it illustrated that one of 
the arts which was specially dear to Mr, Alfred. It was a tazza enamelled in 
colours on gold representing Orpheus on a mound with groups of animals listen- 


-ing to his strains, and was worthy to be placed among his examples 


of the genre Dubarry. This West End residence was not merely a house 
of treasure but one of business, united by telephone and. telegraph to the 
outer world, for in spite of all his lightness of touch Mr. Alfred 


was one of the triumvirate who managed the British firm of Rothschild under the 


hegemony of his elder brother. At Seamore Place it was that he p‘ated a suite 


of rooms for months at the disposal of Lord Beaconsfield—who ultimately died | 
at another house in the immediate: neighbourhood. At the last dinner which— 


Lord Beaconsfield gave at 19, Curzon Street, the only commoner mentioned as 
present was Mr. Alfred de Rothschild. In dramatic matters he was also Lord 
Beaconsfield’s adviser, and when the aged statesman sought the relaxation of the 
iheatre Mr. Alfred was constantly opposite him in his box, often also with the late 
Sic Henry Calcraft. It was from Seamore Place that Mr. Alfred’s pet goat 


wandered away to be ultimately found in a distant part of London, The | 


mansion at Halton, his seat in Buckinghamshire, where, during the war, he 


placed 1,400 acres of pasture and woodlands at the disposal of the military‘for huts - 


and training grounds, was alsoenriched with painting and statuary.

guarantee for the sterling qualities of the notes. 


Mr. de Rothschild, who had been a director of the Bank of England, was 
for many years proud of carrying on, as principal consular representative of the 
Austro-Hungarian Empire, the traditions of his family. The Rothschilds had - 
been fora century trusted and honoured in Vienna. The war gave a shatiering 


blow to his conception of the Emperor Francis Josepa, and to bis pride in the 


Austrian connection. Such disitlusions and mental strains as Mr, Alfred's kindly — 


nature suffered in the great catastrophe of our age are among the smaller evils 


which have resulted from the culpable ambitions of the Prussian Cov’ .. 


It was with art treasures jadiciously selected that Mr. Alfred filled his 
palatial town and country residences, says the Daily Telegraph, all the reception 
rooms of which are lavishly adorned with capi-d’opera of the Italian, French, 
Dutch, and English schools, with exquisite specimens of Sévres, Dresden, and 


Limoges china, and with antique cabinets and furniture of almost inestimable _ 
value. The house in Seamore Place is a veritable museum of fine pictures, — _ 


marbles, and bronzes, including several of the finest works produced by Teniers, 


Greuze, and Terburg, Reynolds, Gainsborough, and Romney. Ha&iton, Mr. 
Alfred's. magnificent mansion in Buckinghamshire, can boast of Cuyps, 


Hobbemas, and Bouchers, Watteaus, Wouvermans, and Lancrets, all 
painted in the best manner of those admirable masters; of Teniers’ “Card 


Party,” “ Rustic Revels,” and “Interior of a Picture Gallery” ; Gainsborough’s |

MARCH THROUGH LONDON. 


ENTHUSIASTIC RECEPTION. 


7 A SEPHER TORAH FOR THE TROOPS, 
On Monday some four or five hundred men of the “ Judeans” 


Regiment, 


Officially known as battalions of the Royal Fusiliers, marched through London 


prior to entraining for service abroad, it being understood that ther destination 
is the Palestine Front. The men slept over night in the Tower of London and 


emerged from their quarters on Monday, headed by the band of the Coldstream 


Guards. Their route lay through the Minories, Aldgate, Fenchurch Street, . 
Lombard Street, to the Mansion House and back through Cornhill and White- 
chapel Road to Aldgate, where they were entertained at luncheon at Camperdown 
.. They were greeted everywhere with an outburst of cheering, again and 
again renewed as they proceeded on their way. They carried full service ket and 
were headed by Col. J..H. Patterson, D.S.O. On the soldiers reaching the 
Mansion House they were lined up, and the Lord Mayor, accompanied by the 
Lady Mayoress and the Sheriffs, took.the salute from.the balcony. 
SIR FRANCIS LLOYD'S TRIBUTE. 
At the Pavilion Theatre Col. Patterson dismounted, and was introduced by 


Mr. M.J. Landa, on the dais in front of the theatre, to the Mayor and Mayoress

Among the Romneys of the first order there may be singled out for mention th® 
“Lady Hamilton in a Black Hat” and the “Mrs. Tickell,” this last being the 
half-length presentment of a lady of more distinguished aspect and less 
conscious. fascination than the superb beauty whom Romney made the 
theme of innumerable studies and variations in portraiture. Mr. de 
Rothschild's collection is also exceptionally rich in French paintings of the 
eighteenth century, these being for the most part to be found at 
his country seat, Halton, in Buckinghamshire.

Sometimes a poet reveals his soul through his poems, and even those who 
did not know. Gerald Samuel will detect a personality of rare charm and lofty 
purpose peeping through bis verse.

THE. UNITY OF PENTATEUCH. By the Rev. A. FINN | 
(Marshall Grothers). 


This book consists of a very close and detailed examination of the modern 
criti¢al theory as tothe composite nature of the Pentateuch, and is an exception- 
ally able presentation of the orthodox view of the unity of authorship of the 
Pentateuch. The first part of the work is devoted to an examination of the - 


“evidence adduced by the critics themselves. Mr. Finn has not been concerned to 


argue that the critical theory is not one which might possibly account for the 
phenomena that are found in the Pentateuch. He has not aimed at disproving 
the theory, but rather at showing that the theory is not the only one which may 
reasonably be held when the evidence is fairly weighed ; that the traditional 
belief is at least as compatible with the evidence as the critical view, and even in 
many instances more in accordance with the evidence; that while the facts on 
which the critics rely are, for the most part, not in dispute, the critical conclusions 
drawn from them are not “ incontrovertible.” 

Tbe second part of the work is taken up with an examination of the 
critical methods and results. The writer has endeavoured to show that there 
are some general objections which leave the eritical theory open to suspicion ;

that the critical treatment and interpretation of both text and more general

and that external evidence has not been allowed its full weight. | 
As to results, the unanimity of the experts is not so great as is nsually 
the conclusions as to the various writers and editors involve a serous 
amount of improbability ; the critical theory does not display the-evolutionarv’ ~ 
progressiveness, or the avoidance of difficulties claimed for it, and the account of 
the Torah as an accumulation of “oral directions” is ill-founded, if not 
unfounded, 
Mr. Finn is justified in his claim that his work may be regarded ac an honest 
attempt to estimate the real force of the critical position from an impartia: point 


of view ; and that it is possible to come to the conclusion that the critics have 


been unsound in their methods and mistaken in the results at which they have 
arrived, 

The author has evidently a sound knowledge of Hebrew. His book is 
unquestionably one of the best of its kind, and in every way abundantly deserves 
the commendatory preface by the Bishop of Durham. 


STUDIES IN ISAIAH XL-LXVI. By W. 0. E. Oesterley. (Robert Scott). 


The studies contained in this volume form the elaboration of a course of 
lectures given in Cambridge in 1915. In the first two. chapters ‘the author 
explains and frankly adopts the higher critical view of the composite character of 
the book of Isaiah, In Chapter iii. he gives “A Brief Survey. of the Historical 
Background. of Isaiah, xl-Ixvi.” Chapter iv. is dev oted to “the Doctrinal Stand- 
point of Isaiah, xl-lv., ” and chapter vi. to “the Doctrinal Standpoint of Isaiah, 
lvi-Ixvi.” The last two chapters include exegetical and archzological notes on 
particular passages.. Mr, Oésterley is not uniformly happy in his conclusions, 


The following passage 
may serve as an illustration of the author’ s eccasional lack of perspective and 


‘consistency :— 


By means of this [ Ezra's incaleutioa of the Law] the religion of the Jews received a 
new impress, a new chafacter ; not all at once, of course; but it became thereby ¢

| There are incidental references to figures of interest to studenis of Anglo-Jewish 


history, such as Manasseh and Samuel ben Israel. In every respect this mono- 


graph is a highly creditable example of the value of the localisation of historical 


research, and the Seminary deserves cordial congratulations both on the .anni- 
versary and on the method af its celebration. . 

‘““Methoden und Kapitalbedarf Jidischer Kolonisation in Palastina,” by 
Jakob Oettinger (Nationalfonds-Bibliothek) is a.scientific investigation into the 
methods of the Jewish colonisation of Palestine, and an economic inquiry into the 
amount of capital that will be required for an effective setilement in and occupa: 
tion of the Holy Land. It is refreshing to come across such a serious york, 
which descends from mere “talk” to the realities of “ work.” 

W. and A. K. Johnston have published an excellent War Map of Palestine. 
Quite apart from the war, it will be found exteedingly useful in the class teaching” 
of Scripture History. 

The Association of East Losdon Zionists (4, Fulbourne Street, E. ) has 
published i in pamphlet form two noteworthy studies in Yiddish on Leo Pinsker. 
The first is by N. Sokoltow and is entitled, “Pinsker.as Pioneer of Moderna 
Zionist Thought.” The second is by Mendele Mocher Sforim (S. J. Abramowitsch), 
and describes the essence of Pinsker’s “ Auto-Eman nsjpation,” The latter is a 
reprint of an article originally published in 1904.

On Wednesday,-the Chief Rabbi consecrated the rooms which the Society 
has recently acquired adjacent to the Maternity Home, in Underwood Street.
